GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Staff. 

1.  One  part-time  Medical  Officer ,  who  acts  for  Trowbridge  U.D.,  Bradford-on-Avon 
U.D.,  and  is  also  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 


2.  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector:  L.  B.  Densham,  M.S.I.A.,  C.R.S.I.,  Cert.F.I. 

Deputy  Sanitary  Inspector:  Donald  S.  Smith,  M.S.I.A.,  M.R.San.I. 

3.  Clerical  Staff:  A  typist  whose  time  is  divided  between  the  Trowbridge  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  other  authority  for  which  the  Medical  Officer  acts. 

4.  Rodent  Operator. 
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II.  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  The  Salisbury  Area  Pathological  Laboratory,  at  Salisbury 
Infirmary,  undertakes  all  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities.  The  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Station  for  this  area  is  at 
Woolley  Grange,  Bradford-on-Avon. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  two  district  nurses  and  one  midwife. 

(d)  Home  Helps.  The  County  Council  Home  Help  service  is  well  established  and  great 
assistance  has  been  given  in  cases  of  illness  and  infirmity.  It  should  be  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that  Home  Helps  are  not  intended,  and  should  not  be  expected,  to  undertake  any 
nursing — their  duties  are  household  ones  only. 

(e)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  The  County  Council  Clinic,  The  Halve,  is  used  for 
all  clinics. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  2  p.m. 

Immunisation.  A  session  is  held  every  fourth  Thursday. 

A  Chest  Physician  attends  a  Tuberculosis  Clinic  each  Wednesday  and  Saturday. 
Specialist  Clinics  are  held  on  other  occasions. 

(f)  Hospital  Accommodation  and  Maternity  Homes. 

1.  Trowbridge  and  District  Hospital.  This  is  a  general  hospital  with  a  Maternity 
Department  of  13  beds. 

2.  Trowbridge  and  District  Isolation  Hospital.  This  hospital  still  admits  cases  of  in¬ 
fectious  disease.  The  beds  are  mainly  used  for  general  medical  purposes.  There 
are  also  8  Tuberculosis  beds  for  male  cases. 

3.  There  is  a  private  Maternity  Home  :  it  accommodates  16  persons — 13  maternity  cases 
and  3  others. 

Care;  of  the  Aged. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47.  One  case,  an  old  man  of  over  70,  who  had 
been  “  sleeping  rough  ”  in  other  people’s  property  (a  smithy,  vans,  lavatories)  or  ditches,  had 
to  be  dealt  with  under  this  Act. 

Many  people  had  attempted  to  persuade  him  to  stay  in  the  Welfare  part  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  which  he  entered  voluntarily  from  time  to  time  :  he  would  disappear  from  the  town  and 
be  found  in  this  Home,  and  when  everyone  was  relieved  that  he  was  not  out  in  torrential 
rain  or  heavy  frost,  he  would  turn  up  again. 

Eventually,  action  had  to  be  taken  under  the  National  Assistance  Amendment  Act, 
1951,  when  a  magistrate  accepted  certificates  from  the  M.O.  and  his  own  doctor  :  the  Council 
proceeded  in  the  usual  way  to  obtain  an  order  for  3  months.  This  order  has  been  repeated 
and  he  is  still  in  Meyrick  Close,  Salisbury. 

During  the  investigations  into  this  case  it  was  surprising  to  find  how  many  people 
helped  this  man.  The  girls  in  the  little  cafes  where  he  obtained  his  food;  the  customers  there 
who  put  up  with  the  effluvium  from  his  unwashed  self  and  clothes;  the  staff  of  the  County 
Welfare  Office,  whose  general  office  was  frequently  his  sitting-room;  the  police,  who  had 
taken  him  to  the  station  more  than  once,  and  warmed  and  dried  him,  and  tried  to  persuade 
him  to  go  away  to  a  Home ;  a  blacksmith  with  a  smithy  in  a  quiet  lane  in  the  middle  of  the 
town,  who  let  him  sleep  in  the  smithy  as  there  was  a  glimmer  of  a  fire  left  at  night ;  in¬ 
numerable  people  who  gave  him  a  few  cigarettes  and  chaffed  with  him ;  one  or  two  public 
houses  whose  attendants  tried  to  keep  him  to  his  limit  of  “  rough  cider,”  which  was  the  main 
cause  of  his  downfall,  literally  as  well  as  metaphorically. 

He  is  happy  where  he  is,  and  is  liked  by  all  the  staff,  as  he  has  a  quiet  sense  of  humour, 
and  never  says  an  unkind  word  to,  or  about,  anyone. 
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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  AREA. 

Water  Supply. — There  has  been  no  change  in  the  water  supply;  the  amount  has  been 
always  sufficient  and  the  quality  excellent. 

Report  on  Bacteriological  Examination  op  Water. 

Two  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Public  Water  Supply  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

In  each  case  the  Pathologist  reports  that  the  bacteriological  examination  showed  no 
evidence  of  pollution. 

The  Engineer  of  the  Trowbridge,  Melksham  and  District  Water  Board  has  supplied 
copies  of  analyses  taken  throughout  the  year  in  the  town  :  all  have  been  highly  satisfactory.

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  tables  above,  this  small  urban  area  shared 
in  the  poliomyelitis  epidemic.  While  fortunately  the  majority  of  cases,  even  those  originally 
showing  some  degree  of  paralysis  made  excellent  recoveries.  There  was  one  death,  and  one 
other  very  serious  case,  a  boy  who,  after  several  weeks  of  acute  illness,  was  able  to  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  is  making  progress  in  movements  of  the  affected  parts. 

All  cases  are  admitted  to  Claverton  Isolation  Hospital,  Bath,  automatically;  but  the 
local  Isolation  Hospital,  now  called  “  St.  John’s  Hospital,”  admitted  several  with  doubtful 
diagnoses,  of  which  one  was  a  true  case. 

The  outbreak  proved  the  close  co-operation  that  exists  between  the  Isolation  Hos¬ 
pitals  and  the  local  authorities,  both  urban  and  county. 

Measles.  During  December  it  was  evident  that  an  outbreak  of  measles  was  affecting 
the  younger  age  groups  of  children  in  the  town.  Although  the  majority  of  cases  were  of 
normal  severity,  a  few  required  admission  to  hospital  for  more  nursing  care  than  the  parents 
could  give.  The  usefulness  of  the  local  Isolation  Hospital  was  once  more  proved  :  some  of 
the  children  admitted  were  very  gravely  ill,  but  all  recovered  satisfactorily. 

It  cannot  be  stated  too  often  or  too  emphatically,  that  measles  is  not  a  trifling  complaint, 
especially  in  young  children.  In  fact,  as  with  whooping  cough,  the  younger  the  child,  the 
more  dangerous  the  illness.  If  parents  would  endeavour  to  keep  their  young  children  from 
contact  with  known  cases,  and  also  keep  them  out  of  crowded  places  (even  parties  in  the 
Christmas  season)  they  might  save  a  young  child  a  serious  illness,  and  themselves  a  great  deal 
of  heartache.

There  were  40  changes  of  tenancy  during  the  year,  which  on  re-letting  provided  accom¬ 
modation  for  136  persons.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  at 
the  Council’s  Studley  Green  Estate,  and  development  is  proceeding  at  a  satisfactory  rate.

ICE  CREAM  HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.,  REGULATIONS,  1947-51. 

Fifty-six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  sent  to  the  Pathological  Department,  Salisbury,  for 
examination,  the  results  of  which  are  shown  in  the  following  table.  A  copy  of  the  Patholo¬ 
gist’s  Report  was  sent  in  each  case  to  the  retailer  from  whom  the  safnple  was  obtained.  Three 
samples  classified  Grade  III  and  one  Grade  IV,  respectively,  were  produced  in  the  Town. 
After  consultation  with  the  manufacturer  a  check  was  made  of  the  apparatus  and  processes 
of  manufacture.  Several  check  samples  were  subsequently  taken,  all  of  which  were  classified 
Provisional  Grade  I. 

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  of  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold  or  manu¬ 
factured  in  the  town. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  legal  bacteriological  standards  exist  for  ice  cream.

FOOD  BYE-LAWS.
